FIGHTING FOR 
A PRINCIPLE. 


Washington, June 11. 

The United Nations forces 
in Korea are’ fighting for 
the principle of world order, 
according to Ambassador 
- Warren R. Austin, United 
"States delegate to the 
United Nations. 


Addressing the graduation 
class of Georgetown University 
today, Mr Austin said that the 
principle of world . order was 

yond mere national advantage 
antl its effective application 
alone’ could secure every natlon 
Its true national advantage. 


Citing the apparently 
paradoxical thought that 
way to peace may lie through 
battle, he added:' “The deter- 
mination of the free world to 
act on this principle is jn Itself a 
bulwark against future oggros- 
sion, and to prepare for collec- 
tive actlon, while working 
always for a peaceful  scttle- 
ment, will domand  deter~ 
mination and staying power and 
flexibUity for all of us.” 


Drawing a distinction between 
military and political - objec-~ 
tives In Korea, he said that the 
military goal was iimited to 
repulsing aggression 
restoring peace, whereas 
political objective was 
establishment of a unified 
democratic, independent Korea. 

“Both objectives" he said, 
“are inherent in the peace- 
making functions of the United 
Nations, The military objective 
could be achieved if the aggres- 
sors would now agree to end 
thelr aggression against the Re- 
public of Karea, to cease hosti- 
Hitles and to maintain guarantees 
against thelr resumption 


NOT APPEASEMENT

“Common Nail Infections 


And Their 


Treatments

LIKE every other part of the 
body, the nails have thelr affile- 
tens and, in addititon, they may 
be adversely affreted by discases 
of a general nature, 


One of the most common of 
the disorders of ‘the nails is 
ringworm infection, often ac- 
companind, by Infection: of 4he 
skin of the hands and the feet 
by the game paragite, 


Though = rirggworm — bnings 
about destruction of the nails, it 
couges no pakn. If the condition 
iy suspected, a ci2nite diagnosis 
can be made by examination, un- 
dor the microscope, of scraping 
from the nis, 


FORMS OF TREATMENT 


A number of forms of treat~ 
ment for the condition have been 
advised, The preparation known 
as Whitfeld'’s ointment, used jn 
double strength after dhe nails 
have been scraped, may be help- 
ful. Trentment with prepara- 
tions of stlver mitrate has alyo 
been successful. 


‘Psoriasis is another disorder 
which may affeet the nails as 
well as iar skin, In the hatter, 
there are scaly patches on the 
Knees, efbows, and othtr parts 
of the body. 


When psoriasis affects — thiz 
nails, the nails separate from 
the nall bed and become toosen- 
ed, meanwhile changing. their 
eolour to a yellowish-browm 
They became shortened and may 
everually be destroyed. 


ANOTHER DISORDER 


This is also a diMoult disorder 
to treat successfully, though the 
preparation known as clgnolin, 
palnted on with a brush, may 
give good results. Sallayhte 
salves also are used, Treatment 
with arsente preparations, given 
by injeaiion into a muscle, have 
helped some patients, 


Mi is well recognised thal ozr- 
tain disturbances of the trails 
may be due to a deficiency of 
vitamins. In these cases’ ther 
ure depressions or dents cross- 
wise on the nail and there ore 
Hoes which run lengthwise. Jn 
severe cases there may be actual 
mail destmurotion, 


The B-complex vitamins seem 
to-be the most smportant ones 
in so far as these nail disorders 
ure concerned. When: large 
quantities of these vitamins are 
administered, tmprovement 
promptly results,

Gls __ patrolled beyond cap- 
tured Chorwon to the east and 
west without finding the enemy 
as the Elghth Army = pushed 
ahead on the west central front 
us mich os 3,000 yards, 

Elsewhere on the front, Com- 
munist resistance was hard to 
find except between Hwachon re- 
servoir and the Japan Sea. There, 
well-entrenched North Koreans 
fought bitterly ta sjow' tho 
Allied advance and protect the 
retreat of three long columns 
of Red soldiers and supplies 
moving northward above Inje. 

An eighth Army spokesman 
gaid the ANied advance on the 
eastern front was ‘Jimited by 
adverse weather, diMcult ter. 
rain’ and determined cnemy 
resistance.” The Communists 
fought bitterly but failed to pre- 
vent an Efghth Army advance 
of more than two miles in the 
aren north and northeast of 
Yunggu. 

But above [nje and northeast 
of Inje they were more suce 
cessful and held the attacking 
UN trocps to insignificant gains. 

DELAXING ACTIONS 

Red . resistance increased 
slightly today along .the Allied 
line. deep ins{de North Korea 
along the east coast ofter only 
Nght contact on Monday, Com- 
‘pany {o battallon-sized North 
Korean groups fought delaying 
actions’ in a roadiess moun- 
tulnous region, but the Allied 
hacked out gains of 2,000 yards 
tn the sector, 

Aside from the eastern front 
and the iron triangle area, 
Elghth Army elements either 
patrolled or struck ahead 2,000 
to 3,000 yards against only 
Slight resistance, 

Allied forces north of the 
western trip of Hwachon re- 
servolr moved ahead 2,000 to 
3,000 eres after ‘dispersing. a 
lone Chinese compmy on the 
eastem end of the reservoir, 
The Communist regiment which 
had put up <a bitter fight for

permitted the Allied forces to 
move 4-5,000 yards. 

Patrols on the Imjin river 
front on the Elghth Army's left 
(lank reported a sharp decrease 
in Communist resistance west 
and southeast of Yonchon.

MAN PLEADS GUILTY 


TO MANSLAUGHTER ~ 


Counsel’s Story Of Nagging 
‘And Tempestuous Wife. 


Lai Cheong, 38, unemployed, described by his 
Counsel as a martyr to the persistent nagging of 
his tempestuous and quick-tempered wife, Fok 
Kwai-ying, aged 86, was sent to prison for ten 
years by the Chief Justice, Sir Gerard Howe, at 
the Criminal Sessions this morning when he plead- 
ed guilty to the manslaughter of his wife by

Defended by Mr D. A. L. Wright, 
F. X. d'Almada, Lai Cheong

Mr Wright said that the 
necused definitely .intended to 
plead = guilty to manslaughter 
but not guilty to murder, “T

His Lordship then ‘asked the 
accused if it wa3 the case that 
in the heat of the fight and 
quarret the accused avas 60 
provoked but he did not intend 
fo kill her, the accused re- 
plied, ‘Yes,’ 7 

Mr A. Hooton, Crown Counsel, 
aysisted by Det-Insp W. Wat- 
son, appeared for the prosccu- 
tlon and sald that with his Lord- 
ship's permission he would ac- 
cept the plea of guilty to man- 
slaughter. There was, on the 
depositions, some evidence 
on which plea of manslaughter 
could arise and where a jury 
could return such a verdict. It 
was contained in the evidence 
of the young boy in the lower 
Court who spoke cf the use of 
au chopper by the dead woman. 
There was also indication of 


‘manslaughter to scme extent In |. 


the medical evidence. The 
actual manner of death was not 
inconsistent with an aot done in 
the heat of the moment arising 
from some prcvocation. . 

In addition, the accused was 
some 38 years old. He, was 
very. Ught and welghed less 
then 700 pounds and at present 
wag suffering from pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 


PLEA ACCEPTED 

_ His Lerdship; I will accept 
that plea of guilty to man- 
slaughter, 

Pleading in mitigatlon, ~“Mr° 
Wright said that the depositions 
before -his Lordship did not tell 
the whole stery. The accused 
had made no lengthy statement, 
apart from admitting that he 
killed hig wife in a fight. None 
of the witnesses in the lower 
Court was ‘cross-examined, 

Counsel considered It to be 
his duty to.put before the Court 
the truth of the case from the 
point of view. of the accused be- 
couse this wasa case of un- 
usual points and it presented 
factors of domestic: tragedy 
which called for his Lordship's 
consideration when deciding on 
the sentence, ‘ 

“Your  Laordshi has _ ofteri 
read in the long line of divorce 
cases thit persistent nagging by 
o wife has led to the il-health 
of the husband,” said Mr 
Wright. “This case is a clear 
example of the dire con- 
sequences that come from ‘a 
cruel and ptrsistent nagging on 
the part of the wife.” 

Counse] said that the accused 
was 38 and had been married 
for 13 to:14 years. There were 
no children and the yduth who 
testified in the Court befow was 
a son by a former.marriage; The 
accused was euffering from 
tuberculosis and at the tlme of 
this unfortunate occurrente was 
suffering from a distressing 
malady and was now inflicted 
with ewelling of the face and 
eye: trouble. All these com- 
plaints were no doubt in some 
way connected with hjs tuber- 
cular condition,

thig year, tho. accused was un- 
fortunately ‘dismissed from 
employment in a factory In 
Hongkong not through sickness 
but because of inept hhndling 
of some of the apparatus.
